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British Troops Occupy a 


Strategic Point 


SIXTY MILES FROM GRRYTOWti 


The United States May Become In- 


volved in a Dispute With 


England. 


COLON, March 2.—Tlie British war 


ship Cleopatra has arrived from Blue 
Fields. It is learned that her com- 
mander left there an armed force of 
eighty men, ten oflicere mid three boats 
with instructions to protect the Mos- 
quito chief iigaiust any attempt of tho 
Nicuniguan government to break the 
treaty of 1800 securing autonomy to the 
former. On demand of her commander, 
the state of siege was withdrawn aud 
the Cleopatra came hero to cable the 
admiral of the British fleet at Jamaica 
for instructions. As soon as an answer 
was received the Cleopatra got up steam 
aud loft for Blue Fields. 


'WASHINGTON, March 2.—Tlie report 


that the British war ship Cleopatra has 
landed troops at Blue Fields, Nicaragua, 
and interfered in the dispute between 
Nicaragua and the reigning Mosquito 
chief is regarded with keen interest, al- 
though this government has taken no 
step beyond keeping informed through 
reports from Mr. JJntida, tlie United 
States consul at San Juan del Korte. 
The point involved in the dispute ia not 
new, but because of the fact that Blue 
Fields is only sixty miles from Grey- 
town, tlio eastern terminus of the 
Nicaraguan canal, and occupies a loca- 
tion of jrmit etrntci_'ic importance to- 
ward that project, it may be that the 
United States will become involved in a 
dispute with the British. The latest in- 
formation of date of February Gth Bays 
200 Nicaragua!! soldiers were about to 
leive for Blue Fields to overthrow the 
Mosquito government. When tho Brit- 
ish relinquished to Nicaragua and Hon- 
duras tlie protectorate over the Mos- 
quito country in 13UO it was with the 
condition that tlie Mosquito Indians be 
permitted to maintain their own gov- 
ernment. The United States govern- 
ment always insisted that Nicaragua 
held absolute sovereignty over tho Mos- 
quito country. It is thought the at- 
tempt to uphold this sovereignty in- 
duced t!ie landing of the British troops.

Gladstone Explains to the Queen 


LONDON', March 2.—By command of 


the queen, Gladstone and wife went lo 
Windsor castle this afternoon to remain 
her guests over night. At noon tomor- 
row the privy council will meet there, 
and Gladstone will resign the premier- 
ship. Lord Koseberry will not be pres- 
ent. The Radicals, headed by Labou- 
chre, decided not to serve under any 
peor as premier, and say if liosebcrry is 
appointed tho now ministry will not 
last a week. Labouchre has written a 
letter to the liberal whip, protesting 
igainst the appointment of a peer for 
premier, saying it is as distasteful to 
liberals as radicals, ami predicting the 
final dissolution of the lords. 


In his consultation with the queen 


Mr. Gladstone explained fully tho reas- 
ons for his retirement. Tho queen ex- 
pressed regret that Urn country should 
lose his services and offered him a peer- 
age. This Mr. Gladstone declined. He 
recommended Lord Hose berry as his 
successor. A telegram was sent to Lord 
Rosebcrry at Epsom summoning him to 
Windsor for U o'clock tomorrow after- 
noon. It is understood that he will ac- 
cept tho premiership, but there will he 
only two other changes in tho cabinet. 
Tho Times in an editorial says: Mr. 
Gladstouo's retirement in eome sense is 
the turning point in tho history of tho 
kingdom.

Edmoiid 1'almer Hurt, bettor known 


to the pioneers of Fresno county at) Nod 
Hart, died iu tho hospital at 5.20 a.m. 
yestprday of comJinnption. 


JJe had been alllicted with consump- 


tion for a long time, and although he 
liad known that there wus no hope of 
full restoration to health, he clung to 
Hto tenaciously and was hopeful to tho 
end. 


His last hours were mado peaceful 


iindas comfortable as possible by old 
ftiemls and the hospital authorities ami 
hio end camo to him painlessly. 


Ho was of tho first settlors in the 


county and was 74 years of age at the 
time of his death, in the early days ho 
waa the clerk of Judge Lewis at the In- 
dian agency at the adobe north of tho 
San Juaquin. 


About 1859 ho manied Surah Sleu- 


ben, a native of New York, in Visalia 
and settled in that town where, for a 
number of years, ho was connected with 
the United State's land otiice, and aftor- 
wards was a land attorney of some 
prominence and ability. 


Ho also engaged in sheep raising in 


tho vicinity with fluctuating success, 
and finally failed, owing to inattention 
to business through dissipation.
